POPULATION 

The  estimated  population  (as  supplied  by  the  County  Council) 
of  the  district  is  10,880,  as  compared  with  10,930  for  last  year. 
The  preliminary  population  taken  at  the  Census  (1951)  was  10,982. 


AREA 

The  District  extends  over  an  area  of  7,855  acres,  and  is 
situated  on  the  borders  of  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  at  a  height 
ranging  from  about  440  to  1,550  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  climate  is  somewhat  damp,  but  bracing. 

The  chief  industries:-  manufacture  of  cotton,  woollen  and 
artificial  3ilk  goods,  leather,  iron  turning  and  founding.

INFANT  DEATHS 

There  have  been  twelve  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  72  per  1,000  live  births,  against  six 
deaths  and  a  rate  of  37  in  3.951,  and  an  average  of  51  for  the  past 
five  years. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  is  35  above 
the  previous  year  and  21  above  the  average. 

Of  the  12  deaths  which  occurred  under  one  year  of  age  during 
the  year,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  5  of  these  were  under  4  weeks  of  age

One  point  worthy  of  comment  is  the  fact  that  1952  was  the  sixth 
year  in  succession  in  which  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  in 
Little borough.  The  last  case  occurred  in  April  1943  and  such  a  long 
spell  without  the  occurrence  of  a  case  is  further  evidence  of  the 
value  of  Diphtheria  immunisation.  In  order  to  maintain  this  record, 
it  is  essential  that  parents  should  continue  to  have  their  children 
immunised. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

Nine  cases  occurred,  eight  of  which  were  removed  to  hospital. 
There  were  no  deaths.

Four  cases  occurred  and  were  removed  to  hospital.  The  cases 
were  of  the  Variola  Minor  type.

35  Cases  occurred  and  all  were  treated  at  home.  There  were 
no  deaths. 

TUBER  CUT, 0  SIS 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis;  also  there 
v  me  no  deaths  in  1951. 

There  were  27  notifications,  13  of  which  were  new  cases  and 
?■/  duplicate  notifications  which  were  chiefly  notifications  of 
remission  and  discharge  of  patients  at  Sanatoria.

A  register  is  kept  of  all  cases  notified  and  a  quarterly  state¬ 
ment  forwarded  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  showing  all 
admissions  to  and  removals  from  the  register  and  the  cause  of  such 
removals . 

The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1952  came  into 
operation  on  1st  May  1952  and  these  Regulations  revoke  the  Public 
Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1930  and  make  similar  provision 
for  the  notification  of  tuberculosis,  modified  to  accord  with  the 
structure  and  administration  of  the  services  now  provided  under  the 
National  Health  Service  -Acts.  The  new  regulations  no  longer  require 
a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  keep  a  register  of  tuberculosis 
notifications,  but  the  Minister  of  Health  urges  that  registers 
should  continue  to  be  kept. 

The  number  of  Tuberculous  persons  in  the  District  at  the  beginn¬ 
ing  of  the  year  was  47  -  28  Pulmonary  and  19  non -Pulmonary.  13  Cases 
have  been  notified  for  the  first  time  -  5  Pulmonary  and  8  non- 
Pulmonary.  5  Cases  -  2  Pulmonary  and  3  non-Pulmonary  have  been 
removed  from  the  register,  leaving  a  total  of  55  at  the  end  of  the 
year:-  31  Pulmonary  and  24  non-Pulmonary.  Of  the  5  cases  removed 
from  the  register,  2  have  been  notified  as  ’’recovered” ,  2  have 
removed  out  of  the  district,  and  1  is  a  duplicate  notification. 

The  body  of  the  report  contains  details  of  the  work  of  the 
department  during  the  year  and  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
sets  out  details  of  the  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district. 

In  concluding  this  ^eport,  I  should  like  to  acknowledge  the 
valuable  assistance  I  have  received  during  the  year  from  Mr.  Kearns, 
Mr.  Crabtree  and  Mr.  Howarth.

Other  new  legislation  which  cane  into  operation  in  the  district 
included  the  Lancashire  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act  1951, 

Section  14  of  which  empowers  local  authorities  to  register  hawkers 
of  food  and  their  premises,  and  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1938 
which  requires  the  registration  of  all  premises  in  connection  with  the 
manufacture  or  sale  of  Ice  Cream,  Preserved  Food  etc.  During  the  year 
provision  was  made  as  required  by  Section  13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  1938,  for  the  means  of  supplying  constant  supplies  of  hot  water 
and  washing  facilities  at  eight  premises  at  which  food  is  prepared, 
stored  or  sold. 


INHABITED  HOUSES 


The  number  of  houses  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  human  habita¬ 
tion  during  the  year  was  3,871.  From  this  figure  3  may  be  deducted  in 
respect  of  wellinghouses  for  which  the  owners  gave  written  undertakings 
not  to  relet  for  human  habitation.  9  New  houses  were  erected  by  the  0 
Council . 


WATFB  SUPPLY 


The  district  is  supplied  by  the  Bochdale  Corporation  from  mains 
passing  through  the  area.  These  mains  come  from  two  different  sources 
of  supply,  (Bamsden  and  Warland  Beservoirs)  and  all  the  houses  supplied 
by  the  Corporation  derive  their  vvater  supply  direct  from  the  mains 


3,143  Houses  a^e  supplied  direct  from  public  mains  and  the  supply 
has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.
